A Roman priest may marry a Roman Catholic to 
a Protestant who fulfils the conditions of the 
Roman Church, and the marriage is valid; if a 
Protestant minister officiates at the marriage, then 
the marriage is “ null and void "—the marriage is 
anathema! By a special reservation to Roman 
Bishops—granted by the Roman Pontiff—if a 
Romanist has married a Protestant in a Protestant 
church, and they both wish to continue in 
matrimony, the Bishop may pronounce the 
marriage yalid. If not, then the Romanist partner, 
if unwilling to continue in the married state, is 
forced to abandon the Protestant, and—as has 
been admitted by eminent Roman Catholic divines 
—must take possession of the ch!\‘ren ! 

The Bishop of Derry, i: « powerful speech, 
quoted the Canon of the Council of Trent : “ If 
any one shall say that the Church could not con- 
stitute impediments dissolving marriage, or that 
she had erred in constituting them ; let him be 
anathema.” He showed with ir--#:table clearness 
that Rome’s law of marriage is geographical and 
time-serving.
